NEW YORK, Feb. 11 (UP) — 
Lewis Wolfe, convicted of mur- 
dering his wife six years ago, was 
ordered removed from an insane 
asylum today to face death in the 
electric chair. 

A textile mamufacturer, Wolfe 
was convicted of first-degree 
murder but was committed to 
Mattawan State Hospital. Judge 
Louis Goldstein ordered Wolfe 
transferred to a Brooklyn jail 
after he was certified as pres- 
ently sane. 

Wolfe bea* his wife, Paula, 27 
years old, to death in the Hotel 
St. George, Brooklyn, Dec. 29, 
1943. Three psychiatrists testi- 
fied after the guilty verdict was 
returned that he was insane. 

Wolfe was thought to have been 
the first person in the state com- 
mitted to an asylum after having 
been convicted of first-degree 
murder, which carries a manda- 
tory death penalty. Adjudged 
sane now, he is to be sentenced 
Wednesday to the Sing Sing elec-

Six “Able Mables’”—the newest 
type of Navy attack planes—land- 
ed at Lambert-St. Louis Field 
yesterday on a flight from Jack- 
sonville, Fla. They were the 
first of 14 such planes assigned 
to the Naval Air Station here for 

training reserve pilots. 

Capt. Frank A. Brandley, com- 
manding officer of the station, 
led the flight from Florida. The 
pilots took off from Jacksonville 
last Monday, but bad weather 
held them in Atlanta, Ga., until 
yesterday, when the 467-mile 


flight to St. Louis was completed 
in two and one-half hours: | 


The official Navy name for the 
new attack plane is the Martin 
AM-1 “Mauler.” The plane holds 
the world record for weight car- 
ried by a single-engine aircraft, 
having taken off with a gross 
weight of 29,332 pounds in a test 
flight. It carries torpedoes, rock- 
ets and bombs in addition to four 
20-millimeter guns. 

Four of the 12 Naval Air Re- 
serve squadrons attached to the 
base here are attack squadrons. 
The pilots, who have been flying 
Grumman torpedo bombers, will 
use the new planes in their train- 
ing on alternate week ends.

nating job of writing about 
sports events. 
‘-“T think my little Adolph is 
going to be a sports writer,” 
we frequently have been told. 
“He knows every ball player's 
first name and batting average. 
It-would be simple to staff 
sports departments, of course, if 
Adolph’s Dp parent were 
right. But through 


first ‘names and batting averages 
that he doesn’t bother to learn 
English’ and how to write. 
Writing Is Backbone 

Of the Sports Page. 


RITING, of course, is the 
W essence of the _ sports 
pages, just as it is the es- 
sénce of journalism in all 
hases, and of magazines and 
‘hooks. The ability to write is 
far more important, as was 
pointed out at the seminar, 
than a profound knowledge of 
the particular subject in hand. 
That was proved recently in a 
fight story filed for the Asso- 
eiated Press by Tom Yarbrough, 
head of the St. Louis bureau 
of that news service. Tom was a 
war correspondent during the 
last big conflict and he learned 
. @ lot about fighting. But that 
wasn't boxing. And when it be- 
came his job to cover the re- 
éent Willie Pep-Charley Riley 
title bout in St. Louis, he was 
a little perturbed.

There still:are writers who 
flinch at calling the Yankees 
by that name instead of the 
Bronx Bombers or the Ruppert 
Rifles and whose first love is 
the oldest cliche. But the trend 
is toward English. And we were 
fortunate in the business.

servatives, Liberals and Communists are the same that divide the Truman ‘‘Fair 
Deal’’ and the Taft Republicans, the ‘‘liberal’’ Republicans and the Henry Wal- 


lace Progressives. | 

There is, however, a great difference of 
degree. For decades Great Britain has gone 
faster than this country toward the “welfare 
state” and during the past four and a half 
years a Labor Government has nationalized 
about 20 per cent of British industry. 


As to the “welfare state,” the Conserva- 
tives under the leadership of former Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill and Lord Wool- 
ton are telling the British voters, just as 
Dewey did in 1944 and 1948, that the Con- 
servatives could do it better and cheaper. 
This “me-tooism” has rankled the British 
reactionaries as much as the Willkie and 
Dewey campaigns vexed the American die- 
hards -who were able this week to make 
“liberty against socialism” the official Re- 
publican slogan for the 1950 and 1952 cam- 
paigns. 

As to state ownership and management 
of several major British industries, the Con- 
servatives and National Liberals promise to 
keep almost all of the present arrangements. 
The Tories, however, add: 


“We shall bring nationalization to a full 
stop here and now. Thereby we shall save 


The Conservative Party Manifesto, titled 
“This is the Road,” gives the keynote of 
the Tory promises in the words, “A complete 
change in the spirit of administration is 
needed.” 


What Churchill Would Do 
If Conservatives Get Power. 


This 8000-word party platform outlines 
what Churchill and his followers would try 
to do if they get a majority in the new 
Parliament. The Labor party’s counterpart, 
“Let Us Win Through Together,” points 
with pride to the accomplishments of the 
Attlee Government since it unexpectedly 
won the 1945 general election with a truly 
effective majority. It boasts that all the 
1945 pledges have been fulfilled and warns 
that the Laborites must be returned to power 
if the job of planning is to be finished. The 
National Liberal party’s manifesto, “Make 
Britain Great Again” is an echo of the Tory 
platform and makes plain if neither the 
Tories nor the Laborites win an effective 
majority, the National Liberals will join a 
coalition with the Conservatives. The Na- 
tional Liberals are not to be confused with 
the historic Liberal party under Clement 
Davis, which is putting up about 400 candi- 
dates against Labor and Conservative candi- 
dates.

HE fortnight that saw President Truman's 
lonely decision to start making the hy- 
drogen bomb and disclosed the treason 
of Klaus Fuchs plunged America into debate 
over the next step in its global duel with 
Russia. ' a 

Amid rapid and breath-taking develop- 
ments two distinct lines of thought began 
to emerge. One group, led by Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson and President Truman, 
advocated playing a staying game against 
the Soviets, argued the futility of new ap- 
proaches for the time being and appeared, 
at first at least, to nail America’s banner of 
atomic policy to the Baruch plan. No agree- 
ment with Russia at all, this side urged, is 
better than one that lulls America in its 
hour of peril. 

Another group, equally determined and 
potentially as vocal, declared that consid- 
erations of common sense and morality de- 
mand a bold new approach, A war of 
extinction threatens, this side argued: For 
conscience’s sake America must move, if 
only to make its record clean. The terror 
of the new hydrogen weapon offers open- 
ing for new discussion; the Baruch plan 
demands revision, according to this argu- 
ment, because it is based on an American 
monopoly which never in fact existed. 


. There was evidence that the clash over % 


these rival approaches was just emerging. 
How far the two views were actually incom- 
patible and whether in fact they could be 
reconciled remained uncertain. Some signs 
of bitterness appeared. Advocates of the sec- 
ond approach were charged with “appease- 
ment,” and advocates of the first were 
charged by Walter Lippmann with being “too 
lazy, too frightened and too opinionated” to 
try a departure from the “out-dated Baruch 
plan.” 

Simultaneously, sides began lining up on 
a second and more specific issue. One group 
angrily pointed to the treachery of Klaus 
Fuchs, German-born British atomic scientist, 
as proving its worst fears: It demanded in- 
¢reased security, greater secrecy, sharper 
punishment, disassociation in atomic bomb 
experimentation even from democratic allies; 
and a possible return to military control. 
American security rests on self-dependence 
and America’s industrial strength, this side 
argued: Even some democratic procedures 
may have to be modified to sustain the 
global struggle with Russia. 


Fear Security Measures 

May Lead to Police State. 

Somewhat battered by Fuchs’s revelations, 
opponents raised however an answering cry. 
True, Fuchs was a traitor and had accelerated 
scientific disclosure. But, they urged, there 
is no real “secrecy” in basic science, Rus- 
sia was bound to learn details sooner or 
later. More than ever as a result, this side 
maintained, security rests on international 
action, if not by agreement with Russia 
then with as miany other countries as pos- 
sible. Technical secrets must be rigidly 
guarded, of course. But a jealous path must 
be follewed lest police state methods sacri- 
fice security they seek to assure. ; 

On one point all agreed: Stakes had 
vastly increased in the historic fortnight. 

The central point was*the hydrogen bomb, 
not yet even invented, but potentially ter- 
rible past all knowledge. 

It was of a magnitude where the “old” 
atom -bhomb would be used as a sort of per- 
cussion-cap to attain the solar heat necessary 
to explode it.

The White House, on the other hand, which 
in 1945 and .1946 had repeatedly sought 
agreement, even to sending James F. Byrnes 
to Moscow, now hung back. Indeed it 
launched counter-measures against the rash 
of hopeful proposals. Last Wednesday Sec- 
retary Acheson stated the grim case as he 
saw it.’ Next day President Truman made 
plain that Acheson had spoken for him. 


Acheson did not close the door toward 
hope of achieving an ultimate modus 
vivendi with. Russia, but the field of pos- 
sible action was narrow when he finished. 


Reporters knew from the high officials 
who filled the rear third of the slant-floored 
little theater in the department where the 
conference was held that something momen- 
tous was coming. Acheson entered, elegant 
moustache bristling, strode down the aisle 
to the well of the conference room, seated 
himself, ruffled notes and then swept them 
aside. Then he spoke with force, shrewd- 
ness and confidence: By all odds the one tow- 
ering figure in the Truman Cabinet. 


Without heat or anger Acheson likened 
Soviet Russia to a natural force, like a 
river, which can. be curbed, channeled, di- 
verted or even put to useful purpose but 
cannot be argued with, Under such cir- 
cumstances he ruled out on one side a pre- 
ventive war, on the other further missions 
to Moscow. The only way to deal with Rus- 
sia, he argued, is to go forward with the 
slow, weary process’of trying te channel 
and control the river. Where its current 
—- with strength it will turn else- 
where. 


Advocates of a bold, creative approach to 
the gathering problem found the Acheson 
statement negative. and disappointing. What 
Acheson said was correct enough so far as 
it went, they declared, but it lacked the 
moral fervor and conviction that would earry 
any part of it overseas except the “no” so 
plainly evident. 


In fairness to Acheson it should be said 
that while he held out no hope for early 
settlement with Russia he did not actually 
rule out the possibility of settlement. He 
declared that the Soviet system is “in- 
compatible with the present achievement 
of a world situation which is based on 
peace and the maintenance of national in- 
dependence and freedom.” The emphasis 
here is on the words “present achieve- 
ment.” He sees no chance for the “pres- 
ent.” Ultimately there might be. 

President Truman next day, in supporting 
Acheson’s comment, raised a point which His 
Secretary of State had nowhere mentioned

as from heckling reporters. Those who re- 
called the plan and Baruch’s famous speech 
of June 14, 1946, when he proposed to reveal 
America’s atomic secrets by stages, little by 
little, in return for Soviet concessions, argue 
that some parts of it are outdated. 
Conceived in an idealistic spirit and still 
offering basic requirements essential to any 
satisfactory world control, some of it, it is 
argued, is now meaningless since Russia it- 
self has the atomic secret. The program was 
based on the theory that America was bar- 
gaining from an all-trump hand; now it is 
known that Russia shares the cards. 


What Did the President Mean 
By His Remarks on Baruch Plan? 


Reporters .eft the White House uncertain 
and arguing. Did the President’s heated re- 
marks mean that he was shutting off all 
avenues of approach to Russia save those 
of the Baruch plan? 'Or did it merely mean 
that he insisted now as before on interna- 
tional inspection and control, which all agree 
(even Russia in some degree) are essential 
to security? 

That Président Trunian may nave meant 
the latter is indicated by other evidence 
in Washington. For example, the State De- 
partment has undertaken a careful, pains- 
taking, point-by-point analysis of the Ba- 
ruch plan and parallel Seviet counter- 
proposals to see where possible under- 
standing might be reached. There is basic 
difference between them now which makes 

* agreement next to impossible for the fore- 
seeable future. 


An almost congenital suspicion divides the 
two countries, which is even more difficult 
to overcome. But it is’ not generally recog- 
nized, it is declared, that both the American 
Baruch plan and the Soviet’s original coun- 
terproposals have actually been somewhat 
modified since first introduced. 


In this great drama of the “triton fort- 
night” President Truman has been playing, 
perhaps consciously, a background role. Many 
who have been stirred by events are sorry 
not to see the President dominate the scene 
and exercising that position of moral lead- 
ership which in the final analysis many ‘be- 
lieve is the greatest power of the Ameri- 
can presidency. 

The imaginative audacity of a Wilson, a 
Churchill or a Roosevelt might have led him 
to go before the United Nations Assembly to 
announce in person the terrifying decision to 
make the hydrogen bomb, linking it with a 
new appeal for peace. At the least—the 
propaganda value of such a move would have 
been immense. Truman, for his part, passed 
out the announcement in a curt five-sentence 
treatment. 

Again, Truman has let Acheson speak for 
him as regards the new relationship with 
Russia revealed by disclosure of the Fuchs 
treachery. Here again many who feel that 
Truman has been fully justified as Com- 
mander-in-Chief in ordering the hydrogen 
bomb’s manufacture nevertheless feel he owes 
the public an explanation; perhaps a “fireside 
chat” giving the average family a clear and 
simple explanation, of the troubled world 


-pattern. As seen here there is some danger 


of a gap growing between President Truman 
and the everyday citizen on whom he has 
heretofore relied. 

There are signs in Washington that the 
public takes with genuine concern America’s 
moral responsibility for introducing and 
using the first atom bomb and for now 
pushing a bigger one. Evidence of soul- 
searching is in many speeches. Final deci- 
sion on the nation’s course will come as 
‘always when public opinion manifests itself 
in the big choices now opening. The process 
seems just beginning after a fortnight of 
stunning developments.

This explanation was largely 
valid.

But even the Communists have 
not done—at least not in public— 
a full measure of soul-searching. 

Primary Reason Not Cited. 

One of the primary reasons not 
cited by the Communists, for in- 
stance, was the general apathy 
that had finally descended on the 
people. The farmers and workers 
who supplied the sinews of the 
revolution no longer wanted to.

There were at least half a dozen 
other factors, political, military 
and .psychological, which contrib- 
uted to the Communist defeat.

1. A crucial error appears to 
have been committed by the Com- 
munist command a year or so ago 
when it decided to abandon: its 
guerilla strategy for that of regu- 
lar warfare. The adoption of the 
new strategy was approved at a 
conference in Vitsi on Jan. 30-31, 
1949. Even before that. however, 
the Communist command had be- 
gun to reorganize its forces into 
larger units, capable of siege and 
open battle. 

In other tircumstances, this 
might have been a sound decision. 
In China, the Communists made 
such a change successfully in 
1946, but in Greéce, it simply 
could not suceeed. Despite the 
spectacular raids on northern 
towns, the rebels soon. began to

Face-Lifting of the Army. 

4. In its two years here, the 
United States Military Group has 
done a good face-lifting job on the.

Effective Propaganda.

To understand this, one must 
be aware of three basic facts. 

First, while the roots of the re- 
bellion lay in popular discontent, 
the leadership was supplied by the 
Communists.

The Macedonian National Front 
in Greece went through a series 
of crises, which shattered it. 
When the time came to battle for 
Vitsi, the rebel forces, which held 
back the Greek Army for many 
months, were now pierced in two 
days by a Commando column. In 
driblets, Greek Macedonians 
crossed the border, and were 
given refuge in Yugoslav Mace- 
donia. 

The Cominform-Tito split; of 
course, put the Greek Commu- 
nists in a nt. At first, 
last winter, they tried to sit on 
the fence, but this could not last. 
Although it knew what this would 
do to the revolution, the Greek 
Politbureau had to join openly 
the anti-Tito front.

AN Parliament Survive?” This was the title of a book pub- 
lished last year by Christopher Hollis, Conservative M.P. In 
it he raised a question of utmost concern to all serious po- 


litical thinkers. It will not, of course, be an issue at the coming 
election, yet it is no exaggeration to say that the question whether 
Parliament can sutvive in the Welfare State, and if so, how, is one 
which will have to be answered in the next five or 10 years. 


The Labor Government, in car- 
rying out its program of social 
and “economic reforms, has im- 
posed on Parliament a task which 
nineteenth century politicians 
would nevér have dreamed of 
asking it to perform. It is not 
surprising that Parliament has 
become correspondingly less effi- 
cient. Bills—important bills, like 
the several nationalization meas- 
ures—have been passed by Parlia- 
ment after only a minimum of 
discussion. Many of these bills 
have been framed in the most 
general terms, giving the Execu- 
tive wide powers which it can use 
at its discretion without any ef- 
fective control by Parliament. 

Issue Debated Once. 

Once, during the life of the late 
Parliament, the issue was fiercely 
debated in the House of Com- 
mons. That was in 1947. The 
Transport Bill nationalizing road 
and rail transport had been given 
its second reading in the House 
of. Commons and sent to commit- 
tee. (The second reading of a 
bill, is the occasion when its gen- 
eral principles are debated; it is 
only when it reaches the commit- 
tee stage that it is discussed in 
detail). 

The Transport bill was a com- 
plex measure nationalizing a com- 
plex industry. The importance of 
the committee stage was, there- 
fore, obvious. Yet, after meeting 
eight times by Feb. 20, 1947, the 
committee had considered only 
three of the 127 clauses of the 
bill, and the ‘Government insisted 
that the committee should report 
back to the full House by April 
2 whether its discussions were 
complete or not. 

The Opposition immediately 
protested. Sir Arthur Salter, an 
Independent M.P., complained 
that Parliament was being driven 
too hard. “If we lightened the 
ship,” he said, “we might still 
ride the storm.” 

But in Labor’s manifesto for 
this .oming election ‘there is 
no promise that the ship will be 
lightened. The new nationaliza- 
tion proposals suggest that Par- 
liament’s legislative . program 
during Attlee’s second govern- 
ment would be as heavy as ever. 

The issue, however, is not one 
of Socialism versus Parliament. 
Whichever party is returned to 
power on Feb. 23, the problem 
will remain, for, no matter which 
party is in office, there can be 
no real slackening of the Gov- 
ernment’s activity. 

The Welfare State is‘ here to 
stay, whether managed by Con- 
servatives, Socialists or Liberals, 
and it implies an extension of 
the Government’s interference in 
everyday life which Parliament, 
if it is to do its work properly, 
must supervise and, if necessary, 
criticize. 


Overloading of Parliament. 


‘The evidence of this overload- 
ing of Parliament is clear enough. 
Of the hundreds of questions to 
ministers which are put on the 
Order Paper every day, only a 
small proportion are ever called. 
This, in #self, is serious enough. 
The questions to ministers, which 
can be on any subject from our 
relations with the Soviet Union 
to the chasing of a swarm of bees 
by a Mr. Smith across his neigh- 
bor’s garden, are the most effec- 
tive way by which the authority 
of government departments 
be checked and ministers called 
to account. 

Some of the most important 
debates in Parliament take place 
as the result of a- minister’s un- 
satisfactory or evasive answer to 
a simple question. 

As the Government’s power in- 
creases, injustices to individuals. 
are more likely to occur—it is 
a pensioner, perhaps, who has 


been deprived of some payment 
that was due to him, or a builder 
who had been denied a license 
which, according to past prece~ 
dents, he should have had. Que%- 
tions of this kind arise time and 
again in a welfare state, but the 
chance of raising them at ques- 
tion time in Parliament grow less 
and less. 

The nationalization of the basic 
industries has introduced a new 
problem that has yet to be solved, 
These industries are supposed to 
be responsible to the public—that 
is, to Parliament, but Herbert 
Morrison, Labor’s Lord President 
of the Council and Leader of the 
House, speaking for the Govern- 
ment in December, 1947, said that 
ministers would answer questions 
about nationalized industries only 
on matters of ‘igh policy or on 
topics on which they had directly 
interfered. This statement led to 
some excited disputes between 
pre Government and the Opposi- 

on. 

Thus, when the electric current 
failed in many parts of the coun- 
try on May 23, 1948, a question 
to the Minister of Fuel, ing for 
an explanation of the breakdown, 
was refused. Similarly, the Min- 
ister of Fuel declined to make a 
statement on the resignation of 
Sir Charles Reid from the Coal 
Board. 

There obviously is something to 
be said for the Government's 
attitude. Industries, even if they 
are nationalized, should not be 
harassed by too many questions 
of detail and there should not be 
too much interference by Parlia- 
ment; but equally clearly, Parlia- 
ment’s control of the nationalized 
industries is far too meager if it 
cannot, on behalf of the consum- 
ing ‘public, ask why such and such 
a service has failed, or what led 
to the resignation of one of the 
most trusted members of the na- 
tionalized Coal Board. 

Possible Reform. 

The problem remains to be 
solved, but it is doubtful whether 
it can be solved without a com- 
plete and drastic reform of the 
whole machinery of Parliament. 
Such reform would recognize that 
the Welfare State makes demands 
on the legislature which were not 
even thought of in the nineteenth 
century, when the present ma- 
chinery of Parliament was largely 
Shaped and reshaped. The pro- 
cedure of the House of Commons 
—with much of its roots in the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centu- 
ries—must be simplified, and less 
time wasted on debates that are 
futile because they are only repe- 
titions of earlier discussions. 

But even this’ will not be suf- 
ficient. It is clear that a re» 
formed House of Lords is now not 
just desirable, but urgently re- 
quired. This new second chame 
ber, consisting of men and women 
of proved ability and talents, in 
all walks of life, would probably 
not have much formal power, for 
power must be reserved to the 
elected representatives of the peo- 
ple sitting in the House of Com- 
mons, but it would have an 
enormous indirect influence: it 
would, in fact; act as a kind of 
advisory Council of State, and 
insure that important issues, 
which are now left undiscussed 
by the House of Commons, would 
be fully and properly ventilated. 

Whatever the actual reforms 
that are eventually introduced, 
the ‘need for them is obvious, 
Britain, by accepting the Welfare 
State, has greatly extended the 
power of the executive. It has 
now to insure that that power is 
exercised under the effective and 
democratic supervision of Par- 
liament. Otherwise the power of 
the bureaucracy will be uncon- 
trolled and the Welfare State un- 
democratic.

writer. Miss Nin carries her 
previously introduced heroine 
Djuna, an adolescent in “The 
Children of the Albatross,” into 
young womanhood and sketches 
with great perception the emo- 
tional conflicts of her first ma- 
ture love. This novel bears the 
stamp of the poet in its distilla- 
tion of essential experience, 
rich word coloring, and subtle 
prose rhythms. 

- For her past works Miss Nin 
has won high praise from ex- 
acting critics: Edmund Wilson 
called her “a very great artist,” 
and Rebecca West found in her 
work “real and unmistakeable 
genius.” Yet because of her 
limitations she is an artist not 
ever likely to create a large 
audience. In “The Four-Cham- 
bered Heart,” for instance, al- 
though her characters nom- 
inally act out their story in 
contemporary Paris, they actu- 
ally exist in a make-believe 
world of the author’s fancy 
where neither time nor space 
have any meaning. This effect 
is purposely contrived, but the 
net result is to strip from the 
experience described any pos- 
sible significance.

Another limitation of this 
novel lies in.the author’s in- 
ability to make her hero Rango 
come to life.

wife Zora, a creature whose

The steamboat was America’s 
first important. industrial: con- 
tribution to the world. Engi- 
neers and naval architects from 
Europe, indeed European visi- 
tors in general, looked upon it 
with an admiration almost 
equal to that of the American 
native. At a time when roads 
were scarcely worthy of the 
Mame and stagecoach travel 
was slow, exhausting, and fre- 
quently dangerous, the steam- 
boats provided a faster and 
more comfortable service. They 
hauled heavy freight at a frac- 


_ tion of the cost on the earlier 


keel and flat boats—and in a 
fraction of the time on up- 
stream hauls. At first the prof- 


its were enormous, and even 


though the average life of a 
boat was five years or less, its 
cost .was ordinarily returned to 
the owner within a year or two. 


Later, as the boats increased 
in number, and the railroads 
began competing, the profits be- 


came very uncertain. Heavy 


capital investment; high insur- 
ance, the many months during 
the winter when navigation was 


impossible, and frequent labor 
difficulties, combined to make 
the steamboat as inefficient in 
competing with the railroads as 
the keelboat had been in the 
earlier struggle. And unlike the 
railroads, the steamboats were 
never concentrated into the 
hands of a few large companies; 
until the end of the era most 
of them were individually 
owned and operated.

NE of the most interesting 

portions of the book deals 

with the records of steam- 
boat accidents. The high- 
pressure boilers, with inade- 
quate safety devices, were, par- 
ticularly in the very early 
period, controlled—or more lit- 
erally, operated—by men who 
had no real engirieering experi- 
ence, and whose attitudes 
toward potential danger seem 
often to have been more exu- 
berant than intelligent. Sud- 
den and tragic explosions oc- 
curred, and most of them were 
not the result of the over- 
publicized races. Collisions 
were frequent; fires were al- 
most invited by the flimsy, 
tinder-box construction of the 


boats; the rivers themselves. 


presented hazards in the way of 
snags, and treacherous currents. 
Nearly every part of the river 
system has its stories of acci- 
dents, making this phase of 
river history unforgettable. 

Charts and tables are intro- 
duced. when essential. An in- 
dex adds to the volume’s use- 
fulness as a reference work.

EW tenants in the Holmes- 


Street Apartments, a unique 

housing project of 140 units 
now being completed here, are 
handed a severe-looking booklet 
on the face of which is the title: 

“Rules for the guidance of ten- 
ants.” 
When they open it they find 
just two rules. They are printed 
in large and emphatic type which 
fills both inside-pages. Rule one: 
‘Do unto others as you would 
have others do unto.you.” Rule 
two: “Love Thy Neighbor as Thy- 
self.” 

Chances are that when, they 
read these rules the G.I.’s and 
their wives who occupy the apart- 
ments look at one another and 
say with a significant smile, 
“Doctor Weinstein.” 

And Doctor Weinstein it is. The 
two rules reflect the philosophy 
of the Holmes Street project. And 
the Holmes Street project in turn 
reflects the philosophy of a man 
who, as an Army surgeon cap- 
tured on Bataan, saw nearly four 
years of hell as a prisoner of the 
Japs, saw hundreds of other men 
suffer and die, and who then 
came home and saw veterans get- 
ting another going over at the 
hands of that segment of the real 
estate trust and-of the building 
trade which was out to gouge the 
veterans. 

Dr. Alfred A. Weinstein had 
vowed, while being starved and 
kicked around by the Japs, that if 


‘he survived he would do some- 


thing for the veterans, for hu- 
manity, and for human dignity. 
The Holmes Street Apartments 
are the result. 

Weinstein himself is a man in 
his early forties, but looks. older.

later the state upped its minimum marriage 
age to 18.

HAVE JUST BEEN to the Tennessee mountain cabin of “Little Eunice,” 

child bride who made news headlines on a snowy winter Sunday 

in far-away 1937. She is how 22, the age Charlie was when he married 

her, and she is the mother of four children, one almost as old as she 
was when Charlie started “courtin’ ” her. Be 

She is still married to Charlie, a shy mountain man in his mid-30s. 
He is still living from coon-huntin’, berryin’, fishin’, and raisin’ “aigs” 
—to trade for flour at the country store. 

The rough cabin in the cornpatch is still slumbering under the 
ridge of oaks and sycamores. 

The only reminder of the furor of 13 years ago is the collection of 

~@usty dolls hanging from strings on the wood-smoked cabin walls. 

Even nearby Sneedville has mostly forgotten. 

As my car jounced up the mountain road 60 miles from Knoxville, 
I remembered the same road in 1937. It was busy with reporters and 
photographers. I remembered a pert, pig-tailed child, posing with 
her wedding presents, obligingly pretending to set the table, make’ 
the bed, and fetch Charlie’s slippers for the cameramen. There was 
a report that neighbors were planning a “house raising” for the 
famous couple. 

I was in for a surprise. I left my car and took the path down the 
steep clay bank, crossed the creek on moss-covered stepping stones, 
and walked half a mile through muddy cornfields. Finally, I saw 
smoke rising from a rickety chimney. Charlie’s 1919 car lay rusting 
in a shed, its wheels sunk in the dirt. A row of patchwork quilts was 
blowing on the line. The grey-bearded man in overalls I knew must 
be Charlie’s father, Nick rome; now in his eighties. 


A Handsome, Capable Mountain Mother 


But the woman who met me was a happy, strapping mountain 
woman, with the blonde hair and brown eyes of the English-Scotch- 
Irish hill people who had rooted cabins into the Clinch Mountains as 
early as 1795. Her curly hair gathered severely back, and rimless 
glasses, made her look almost stern. She was “Little Eunice”! A small 
child was in her arms. The battered door swung wide in welcome. 

“Charlie and the others is out walkin’ in the fields,” she explained 
with a friendly smile. “This here is Little Harold.” The cabin was 
divided into two rooms-the “Big House” where they all sleep, and 
the smoky “cook room,” with its enormous, square wood stove, iron 
skillets, and dough board. “Little Eunice” had moved into it the day 
she was married. 

‘Since two years ago, when Charlie's mother, Mary Jane, died, she

How had she married Charlie? Her brown eyes lighted with anima- 
tion. She had sat near him in the one-room schoolhouse. “He was the 
biggest boy in school and older than the teacher, but no student to 
speak of,” she chuckled. The teacher liked Charlie and let him sit 
by the window so his pet crow could fly in and light on his shoulder. 
“He mimicked and played and kept the children laughing all during 
books, but teacher said ‘He is too big to WHUP!’” 

“Charlie allus played like a child even atter he was a grown man,” 
chimed in Old Nick. “School was just somewhere to go. I "lowed he’d 
never learn nothing nohow, but hit was my duty to send him.” 

Charlie carried her books and ate cold sweet potatoes out of her 
dinner bucket and courted her for three months before he could get 
her to say “Yes.” A preacher married them standing out on the Big 
Road. “The bride did look a little young,” he confessed. 


And Then | Met Charlie 


A lot-of mountain people got married young. Eunice’s mother mar- 
ried at 16, and Eunice’s sister at 13. Eunice never got to see many 
city people, and was surprised at all the fuss. Except to go over the 
mountain to Morristown to get her glasses fitted, she had never left 
the place. Even now, she doesn’t get as far as the store. 

“Charlie takes the aigs to the store wonst a week,” she says. 

Her only contact with the outside. world is the small-battery radio 
on the mantel, but she’s afraid of wasting the battery. “I only turn 
it on when there is church music or Roy Acuff.” 

“Little Eunice” has become a model mother. No girl in the Clinch 
Mountains would be considered “smart” unless she owns many quilts. 
Eunice has made 13 in the 13 years she has been married. 

She sets up Mary Jane’s quilting racks and uses miles of stitches 
‘and hundreds of yards of “Boss” thread following the floral designs. 
“Star pattern is easiest,” she says, but her favorite is the hard-to- 
make “churn dasher” pattern. 


- The children are her favorite entertainment. “They climb all over 


Charlie and pull his hair,” making her laugh. The first child, Evelyn, 
was born when Eunice was 14. “The others have come along about 
every two years,” as she remembers. “The baby one, Little Harold, 
was born last October. I haven’t kept no account of birthdays.” 

“You sit right down and eat,” she invited warmly. When she had 
made the family biscuit and,cornbread, she “wasn’t looking for no 
company,” but she hurriedly opened a can of her own make of sausage, 
serving them in an old ironstpne platter, floating in white flour gravy. 

She talked copiously as her large, capable hands opened a can of 
peaches. She showed me how pretty they looked in the glass jar. 
Peaches grown right on the place, too, she said. “Hit helps a lot to 
can. A body wouldn’t have nothing to eat when company comes, if 
they didn’t can.” 

With pride, she showed me how to make a “family pie.” She opened 
another shiny clean glass jar of juicy apples, cooked them in a large 
black skillet, stirring and thickening with lumps of sugar from the 
jar on the walnut corner cupboard. 

In another large black skillet, she spread some of the dough left 
_over from her biscuits, “leaving the edge hang out all around.” After 
she poured the apples in, she turned up the edges of the dough all 

round and shoved the skillet into the hot oven, feeding the stove with 
sweet smelling hickory wood.

While Charlie ate, Eunice combed the children’s hair and put fresh 
aprons on the girls. Charlie didn’t want his picture taken “Because 
I look too dirty,” but he’d like a picture of Little Lee. They looked 
around for Little Lee, calling him and looking under the house, They 
finally found him squeezed away under the logs, but he refused to 
come out. Charlie started to cut a switch, saying “I'll whup you, Little 
Lee, if you don’t come out!” “Don’t whup him,” said Eunice. 

As I left, Eunice, Charlie, Old Nick, and the other children gaily 
waved goodbye. Little Lee climbed out from under the house and 
threw a rock at me. On the road again, I remembered what the neigti- 
bors say: “Eunice and Charlie?

Holiday slaughter on our highways becomes a grave national. scandal 


By EDWARD J. NICKEL 


injury which drenches U.S. highways every time 
America celebrates a nation-wide holiday. 

Last December, officials of the National Safety 
Council soberly prophesied that 435 Americans 
would lose their lives in traffic accidents over the 
three-day Christmas weekend. 

U.S. drivers almost lived up to the estimate. 
The Christmas Eve driving record was so incredi- 
ble that it amazed even the nation’s police. When 
the victims were counted, death turned out to be 
the Yuletide’s gift to 413 motorists. 

The New Year's record wasn’t quite so grim. 
It never is. Safety experts say many motorists 
who squeak through the merry watch-night 
safely are so thoroughly weary by daybreak that 
they stick close to bed and hearth. The result is 
fewer cars on the road. 

In Chicago, the National Safety Council had 
predicted for the nation 330 New Year's highway 
fatalities. Actually, 269 motorists died. Bad 


weather saved lives. Snow in the West and fog in 
the Mid-West kept motorists home. 

But even with this assist from Nature, 682 
Americans died over the year-end holiday. Is it 
any wonder that some motorists fear to drive? 


‘“‘H-Day’’ Means Danger 


. Last year, just under 32,000 persons were — 


as a result of U.S. traffic accidents. 

More than 1,500 of these died on 14 “H” daye- 
holidays and holiday weekends. 

But this is only part of the story. Statisticians 
report that another 500, injured, died later. 

Let's look at it another way. 

YOUR CHANCES OF BEING KILLED IN AN 
AUTO ACCIDENT ARE ROUGHLY ONE AND 
ONE-HALF TIMES GREATER ON AN “H-DAY” 
THAN AT OTHER TIMES. . 

But these are statistics, and statistics are im- 
personal. Too often, the shocking extent of the 
holiday slaughter on our highways never strikes 
home until it strikes someone close to home:

Speeding and thoughtless driving 
take a deadly but regular H-Day toll 


a daughter, a husband, a close friend. 

But ask the householders who live 
along Buena-Tuckahoe Road in Atlantic 
County, N. J. Shortly before midnight on 
New Year’s Eve, their gaiety evaporated 
when they had to dash from their homes 
to fight a blaze in a car which had just 
crashed sickeningly into a concrete pole. 

They found the driver, a 24-year-old 
man, crumpled dead over the back seat. 

Or ask the ambulance driver from 8t. 
John’s Hospital in Long Island City, N. Y. 
There were no Christmas carols ringing 
the air when he lifted a teen-aged school- 
- girl to a stretcher two hours beforé dawn 
on December 26. Her companion had been 
killed instantly when their car skidded 
insanely and crashed into a pole. It was 
afternoon when she died. 


Speed + Drinking 

Multiply the tragedy six hundred and 
eighty times—for the other Americans who 
* died in Ohio, Pennsylvania, Texas, Mis- 
souri, Florida—all of the 48 states. Gaiety 
one second; horror the next. to 
way to celebrate! 

- What is responsible? Who is to blame? 
What can be done? 

Granted that today’s roads are crowded 
as never before—a situation aggravated 
on H-Days when everyone wants to visit 
Aunt Minnie—congestion alone is not re- 
sponsible for most holiday accidents. | 

The biggest killer is speed made dan- 
gerous by lack of control, congestion and 
recklessness. 

Scan the accident rcports for any ma- 
jor holiday. “The victim apparently lost 
control of his car,” is a phrase that keeps 
popping up. 

And why did he lose control? “Be- 
cause,” says a police official, “he was prob- 
ably driving too fast for road conditions.” 
Narrow roads, crowded, curving park- 
ways, badly planned intersections—these 
help fast drivers toward trouble. 

Second only to speed—and sometimés 
responsible for it—~say many public safety 
Officers, is holiday party drinking. 


\ weekend. In Detroit, 10 motorists were 
booked for drunken driving on New Year’s 
Eve. 

But stiff police action is useless if slack 
judges fail to penalize drunken drivers. 
In one large city a driver who drove & 
full city block on a crowded sidewalk 
boasted that he “got off with a $10 fine.” 

The threat of drinking drivers on H- 
Days is so serious that some cities have 
come up with novel plans for keeping tip- 
sters from behind the wheel. 

‘$n South Bendand neighboring Misha- 
waka, Ind., police offered to send a free 
taxi for any motorist who had imbibed 
too heavily, and to tow his car to a public 


garage where he could retrieve it next 
day—free. Several motorists accepted. 

In the opinion of experts at the Traffic 
Institute of Northwestern University, 
Evanston, Ill., a judicious use of plain 
common sense by American motorists 
would go a long way. They suggest: If you 
drink at holiday parties, don’t attempt to 
drive home. 

Don’t ‘plan a holiday drive to grand- 
a ne Oe 
ore.” 

Get a good sleep before any trip. 

Allow yourself plenty of time to get 
where you're going, and don’t block the 
driver’s view by overloading the inside of 
the car with luggage. 

When you drive on a holiday, says Ned 
H. Dearborn; president of the National 
Safety Council, “drive on the theory that 


~the other fellow may be woozy—and allow 


for it.” 


. Check Your Car 


Be sure your car is in good mechanical 
condition, and be a courteous driver. It’s 
a holiday for the other driver, too, you 
know. 

Don’t mistake another driver’s confu- 
sion for rudeness. Keep your temper. 
Driving on many of today’s highways is 
hard work for him, too.

O THE PEOPLE of Salem, IIl., it 

seemed that Abraham Lincoln 
had a fight’ on his hands. Lincoln, 
later to become president, had just 
served as second in a grudge fight 
between two Salem men. 

Lincoln’s man had lost, and now 
the winner’s second—a pugnacious, 
stubby little man—had his fists up. 
The crowd watched in disbelief. The 
little man foolishly wanted to fight 
Lincoln! 

Lincoln looked the little fellow 
over and his facé broke into a smile. 

“I'll fight you, John,” he grinned, 
“tf you'll chalk your size on me, and 
every blow outside counts foul.” 

The townspeople roared and the 


fight fizzled. 


Few men were ever able to chalk 
their size against Lincoln’s humor. 
But Lincoln the funnyman is a Lin- 
coln largely forgotten. 

“He could make a cat laugh,” one 
man recalled. 


Laughter Saved Him 


Laughter was a thing he brought 


to the Presidential chair, and in the 
darkest days of the Civil War it was 
the vent that saved him from crack- 
ing up. Once after reading Artemus 
Ward to his Cabinet—a habit that 
shocked more than it amused—Lin- 


‘ coln confessed that with “the fearful 
~strain that is upon me night and 
» day if I did not laugh I should die.” 


Lincoln used laughter as a sword 
and buckler. His laugh was shrill 


His associates knew president's sly 


‘and high-pitched. He himself called 


it “coarse,” but artist Francis B. 
Carpenter, who painted him at the 
White House, called it the “neigh of 
a wild horse on his native prairie . . 
undisguised and hearty.” — 


Wheése Boots? 


Lincoln threw open the White 
House to all visitors. He was so 


accustomed to hearing sob stories, 


advice on how to run the Govern- 
ment and pleas for favors that when 
a man told him he had just dropped 
in to look around, Lincoln invited 
him to lunch. 

Lincoln was a gifted squelcher. 
When the aristocratic Secretary of 
the Treasury Salmon P. Chase called 
at the White House one day he found 
Lincoln polishing his big dusty 
shoes. 

“Mr. President,” said Chase, “gen- 
tlemen don't black their own boots.” 

Lincoln looked at him innocently. 
“Whose boots do they black?” 

Lincoln’s humor rarely ran to 
puns. But one day he was strolling 
with Secretary of State Seward 
along Pennsylvania Avenue. Seward 
pointed out a new sign with the 
name T. R. Strong. “Coffee,” said 
Lincoln, “are stronger.” 

A lifelong friend of Lincoln's was 
Ward H. Lamon, who was also @ 
backwoods lawyer. Travelling the 
Illinois circuit Lamon once got into 
a friendly wrestling match and ar- 
gued his cases with a large rip in his 
pants.

Lincoln’s stories were pointed 
anecdotes, often humorous, always 
illuminating. He told them to cheer 
a friend, to clinch an argument, to 
expose a fallacy, or as an antidote 
for his own melancholy. The gravest 
affair of state or diplomacy had its 
denominator in some character or 
incident he rethembered in Ken- 
tucky, Indiana or Illinois. The effect

usually clarified things at once. 

Newspapers zealously printed “the 
latest” Lincoln quip. Stories circu- 
lated gratuitously in his name. Joke 
books flooded the paper-back mar- 
ket, stamping Lincoln with gags and 
yarns he never uttered. But Lincoln 
denied that he ever invented any. 
“I am only a retail dealer,” he said. 


He joked about his experiences in — 


the Black Hawk War. As captain of 
his tiny raw militia Lincoln was 
drilling his men and-marched them 
to a gate. He couldn't think of the 
command for getting them through. 
“This company,” called Lincoln, “is 
dismissed for two minutes, when it 
will fall in again on the other side 
of the gate.” 


How to Save Jeff Davis 


Toward the end of the war there 
was a lot of discussion about what 
to do with Jefferson Davis. Many 
rabid northerners wanted to hang 
him. Lincoln had a solution which 
reminded him of a man in Illinois 
who drank too much and had taken 
the pledge. He stuck to lemonade, 
but told his friends that if they 
poured in a little brandy “unbe- 
knownst” to him, he didn’t see how 
he could object. If Jeff Davis could 
get out of the country ‘‘unbe- 
knownst” to him, Lincoln implied, 
the problem would solve itself. 

Lincoln one day picked up a des- 
patch reporting the capture of a 
brigadier general and twenty mules. 
“Too bad about the mules,” he said. 
“I can make more brigadiers, but 
those mules cost $125 apiece.” 

‘When Lincoln was President-elect 
a wiseacre asked him how long his 
legs were. “Exactly the right length,” 
said Lincoln, “to reach from my body 
to the ground.” 

Of a speaker who was a bag of 
wind Lincoln murmured, “Cut his 
galluses and let him go up.” 

General McClellan, whose activi- 
ties proved to be more political than 
military, reminded Lincoin of a

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When the oldtimers. go, 


Bob Wilbur will carry on

N THE OLD DAYS, a midnight visitor to Man- 

hattan’s famed 52nd Street could always 

count on hearing a torrent of hot music pour- 

ing from every other doorway. But today a 

lonely clarinet moaning softly in the night is 

- almost the only vestige of the old jazz remain- 
ing on America’s famous “swing street.” 

The clarinet«is played by the “heir” of the 
jazzmen, a 2i-year-old musician named Bob 
Wilbur. Wilbur is an occasional performer at 
Jimmy Ryan’s, final jazz haven on 52nd Street. 

A few blocks away from “swing street”—in 
the tinseled tourist traps on Broadway—the 

- new school of jazz called bebop has struck the 
fancy of the cultists and driven most of the old 
jazz musicians to cover. But Wilbur plays on. 

Elsewhere in the U.S. the old jazz is still 
going strong despite the inroads made by sweet 
music and bebop. In Chicago—and in Boston— 
the old masters are as popular as ever, and 
throughout the West their recordings still sell 
well. But today it seems that when: the old 
masters go, only Wilbur will remain. 


Jazz came a long way before it began its 
decline. Born 175 years ago in New Orleans’ 
Congo Square, it is based on the primitive four- 
point beat of jungle rhythm. Refined through 
the years, it took the nation by storm shortly 
after World War I when torrents of hot music 
began to splash out of Memphis, New Orleans 
and Chicago. 

Then, slowly, Game a change. The white 
bands from the West began to soften up on 
their beat and “sweet music” dance orchestras 
(such as Guy Lombardo’s and Vaughn Mon-~ 
roe’s) came into favor. Then, more recently, 
bebop was born. To some Americans it’s won- 
derful stuff; to others it’s horrible. 

Bebop, according to its adherents, is a revolt 
by Negro musicians against what they believe 
is an art form representative of a “weaker” 
generation. It departs from traditional music 

by replacing the old four-beat measure with an 
irregular rhythm pattern in which the beats 
are present but almost always unidentifiable. 

The fans who go to Ryan’s smoky little cav- 
ern are the Old Guard of jazz. There, nearly

Wilbur began to play at Ryan’s shortly 
before his 18th birthday. At 16 he had 
started to skip classes at Scarsdale, N. Y.., 
High School in order to take clarinet and 
saxophone lessons from the old New Or- 
leans jazz master, Sidney (Pops) Bechet. 


He Can Blow it Now 


“He wanted to play real bad,” Pops re- 
calls, “but he couldn’t. He acted like he 
thought that clarinet would blow itself. 
But he kept coming along and, man, he 
can really blow it now.” 

In six months Wilbur’s clarinet had 
“come along” so far it sounded just like 
Pops’. Then he went back to Scarsdale, 
formed a band. Within a year Bob Wil- 
‘bur’s Wildcats were playing at Ryan’s. 

“They went over big,” says Pops Bechet. 
“Those people at Ryan’s—they hadn't seen 
a hot young band like that in twenty 
years.” This was in 1946. 

By 1948, however, the old jazz had gone 
so far downhill that the original Wildcats 
broke up. Wilbur played at a jazz festival 
on the French Riviera, returned and re- 


staffed his band with four old-time New 
Orleans jazzmen, played at New York's 
Central Plaza (see above) and then 
opened at Boston’s Savoy Ballroom and 
played there six weeks. 

“I don’t know,” he refieets, “I just 
couldn't get the old music out of my 


Last fall Wilbur returned to the Savoy 
for another run and he’s-back there now, 
playing his third engagement. 

“They like us in Boston,” he says. “We 
go over bigger than the Bops in Boston.” 

Despite the present low estate of the 
old jazz, Wilbur feels that ragtime will 
soon come back. In the near future, he 
believes, all the old stands will reopen 
and a man once again will hear the 
strains of Jam With Bacon, Bald Headed 
Mama, Bundle of Blues and Bugle Call 
Rag bursting out into the night. 

Old Guards always die hard, and Wil- 
bur is no exception. “Bebop is all right,” 
he says, “but it’s played from the head. 
The old jazz is played from the heart— 
and that kind of music is never going to 
die.” Like a lot of other jazz addicts, he 
stoutly believes it.
